Woman Was Found Brutally 
Butchered, With Dog Guard- 
ing Corpse. 








KNIFE THROUGH HEART 
Police -Believe Weapon Used 
Was a “Killing” Knife From 
a Slaughter House. 








The police, who have been investigat- 
ing the death of Mrs. Kate Teal at 516 
Manchester avenue, have not discov- 
ered anything that might lead them to 
suspect any particular person of the 
crime. Capt. Wilson of the Seventh 
District police took personal charge of 
the investigation Saturday morning. 

The police arrested the tenants in the 
building gt 516 Manchester avenue, but 
Capt. Wilkon was convinced that they 
knew nothing of the death of Mrs. Teal 
and released them Saturday noon. 

From the wounds found on the wom- 
an’s body it is believed, however, she 
was stabbed by a powerful man used 
to handling a knife. The wound of 
which she died was a stab from the 
right side that penetrated her body and 
went through her heart. 

The knife long enough to make such 
a wound, the police believe, must have 
been a ‘‘killing’’ knife such as is used 
by butchers in packing houses, and 
wielded by someone accustomed to its 
use, 

Mrs. Teal was found dead in her 
room at 516 Manchester avenue at i10 
o’clock Friday night, with all the evi- 
dences of having been brutally mur- 
dered. In addition to the wound through 
the heart, her forehead had . been 
gashed, her body had stab wounds 
in several places, and the palm of her 
right hand had been slashed _ three 
times. On her throat were the blue 
marks of. fingers showing that she had 
been choked. 

She was found lying on her back 
across her bed with her feet on the 
floor. In her upraised right hand a 


short buteher knife, clean of blood,.was, 


firmiy clenched. She had been dead 
about 36 hours. 

The body was discovered by Mrz. 
Mary Luka,- her tenant,. who lived 
across the hall from her and who visited 
her frequently. None of the tenants 
in the building had seen Mrs. Tea! 
Friday and Mrs. Luka’s hushand sug- 
gested that she go and see what had 
become of her. 


Little Dog Guarded Corpse. 

Mrs. Luka tried the door to Mrs. 
Teal’s room. It was locked, and she 
went through an empty room adjoining 
and got out on a porch and looked into 
Mrs. Teal’s room through a window. 
She saw the body on the bed and rush- 
ed into the street and notified W. F. 
Thielen, who keeps a confectionery 
store at 518 Manchester avenue. 

Thielen went to the window of Mrs. 
Teal’s flat and saw the body with the

H. A. Pardee, .a stenographer, 
the City Hospital suffering from 
scalp wounds, Inflicted in an encdiin- 
ter with Virgil M. Hewitt at the Hewitt 
home, 905 South Ninth street.

Pardee was beaten over the head with 
a baseball bat, he says, by Hewitt, whe 
is over six feet in height.

Policemen are looking for Hewitt, who 
left his home immediately after the 
fight and has not been sent since. 

Pardee has been a roomer at the Hew- 
itt home for the past menth. He said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
tWat Hewitt has only been at his home 
occasionally. 

“T was sitting with Mrs. Hewitt in the 
sécond-floor parlor about 6 o’clock last 
night,”’ he said. ‘‘We were talking of 
her affairs. She has three little children 
and cannot support them. While we 
were talking Hewitt crawled out from 
under a bed in the bedroom and rushed 
for me. 

“I grappled with him, and tripped 
him. Then he slipped from my grasp, 
and started fer me with a baseball 
bat. I tried to reach the stairway, but 
he hit me en the head, and then kept 
on hitting me. I stopped the blows 
as best I could, but every time I 
thought he would crush my skull.” 

Roomers Don’t Last Lonug. 

The Hewitts have had numerous quar- 
rels.. On the third floor of their home 
is a room which they rent out to room- 
ers. 

The neighbors say, that a month ago, 
Nicholas Stephos, roomer at that time, 
was chased several blocks by Hewitt, 
who had climbed to a second floor 
window while Stephos was talking to 
Mrs. Hewitt in the kitchen. Hewitt’s 
hands were cut in plunging through 
the glass, and Judge Tracy fined him 





After Stephos had left Pardee, 
stenographer, took the vacant room. 

A few minutes after Hewitt returned 
to his home Friday night, a great com. 
motion was heard on the second floor. 
A policeman, arriving after the Hewitts 
had gone, found Pardee half conscious. 

On the floor was a novel called “The 
Shadow of the Past,” which evidently 
had been the latest reading matter of) 
Mrs. Hewitt. in the drawers of her 
bureau were other riovels. “Beyond 
Pardon” was one of them.

Chemist Reported to Coroner 





Poison Was Present in 
~ Large Quantities. 





GALESBURG, Il, June 56,.—Further 
corroboration of the suspicion that the 
death of Mrs. Josephine Cariton Ar- 
cher was due to strychnine poisoning 
Was received today when in an inter- 
view Coroner Chalmérs reported that 
he had received a partial report from 
the chemist who is making an exami- 
nation of the organs of the body, and 
that the report showed that strychnige 
had been found in large quantities. 

This report had been made in the 
most positive manner and it impressed 
the Coroner with its importance. 


Inquest May Be Held at Once. 

The importance that the Coroner at- 
taches to this report may be imagined 
when it is learned that he has notified 
the relatives of the. report, and has 
expressed a willingness to hold the in- 
quest on the remains at the earliest 
possible time and without waiting fur- 
ther for, the formal report of the chem- 
ist. 

Dr. Chalmers is of the ‘opinion that 
this preliminary- report of the chemist 
is sufficient on which to base a Coro- 
ner’s verdict as to the cause of death, 
and that it will be as strorg as the 
formal report can be made, though not 
going into such detail. 


Report to Be Basis of Verdict. 

Coroner Chaimers further declared 
that he would wish to hold the inquest 
on the body in the Oneida Cemetery 
not later than Monday, and if he 
can get the consent of the relatives that 
is the time at which it will be hela. 

Cc. E. Marsh, who in behalf of his 
wife has been pushing the investiga- 
tion, was not at home, this morning 
and there was no way of determining 
just what would be done in the matter 
of holding the inquest. Mr. Marsh has 
been anxious, however, to have the sus-

A big gray cat, believed by those who 
saw it to have hydrophobia, attacked 
12-year-old William Gossett Jr. of North 
Alton and sunk its claws three-quarters 
of an inch deep in the calf of the boy’s 
bare leg.

The boy did not see the cat until it at- 
tacked him. 

The animal was of unusual size and 
seemingly in a frenzy. The boy screamed 
when the cat clawed him and Willis 
Ratcliffe, one of the contractors of the 
new building, rushed to his rescue. Rat- 
cliffe had to choke the cat with all his 
strength before the animal would re- 
lease its grip on the boy’s leg. 

Cat Leaps at Girl, 

He hurled the cat away and it leaped 
for little’ hel Gossett. Ratcliffe 
kicked it aw&y, and ran with the girl 
into his office, closing the door. Abe 
Nisbett, anothes contractor, who had 
run up, caught the cat’s attention, and 
it made for him. He kicked it away. 

Patrolman Oscar Richey, who lives a 
few doors away, shot the cat nine 
times, but it was not dead. One of the 
workmen killed it with a club. 

Dr. Frank Worden, who cauterized 
the wouhds on William Gossett’s leg, 
said that unless hydrophobia should de- 
velop, the injuries would not prove se- 
rious, he thought. 

Three weeks ago a cat belonging to 
Philip Thomas, living in the same 
neighborhood, snapped at his children, 
but Thomas killed it before any of the 
children were hurt.

Eads Span Favored for Light 
- Traffic, New River Cross- 
ing for Roads. 


S. M. Felton, former president of the 
Chicago & Alton Railway, now president 
of the Mexican Central Railway, told 
the members of the Commercial Club 
~ that the free bridge agitation was re- 
sponsible for the removal of the bridge 
arbitraries. Mr. Felton was one.of the 
three experts on railroads and bridges 
to address the members of the Commer- | 
celal Club at the Country Club Friday 
night, where the free bridge question 
was discussed. 

Robert. H. Whitelaw, former member 
of the Municipal Bridge and Terminals’ / 
Commission, which glaims credit for the 
removal of the afosccary took issue 
with Mr. Felton. Mr, Whitelaw referred 
to the free bridge people as a “fanatical 
organization.” He declared that intelli- 
gent people had never charzed that ter- | 
minal rates were excssive. 

George Warren Brown, president of 
- the Brown Shoe Co., while the arbi- 

‘trary discussion was on, arose and 
- aid: “I do not want to rob the Ter- 

minal Association of its laurels, but I 
have been credibly informed that there 
4s still an arbitrary on so far as pus- 
senger fares are concerned, and that 
every passenger going out of St. Louis 
is compelled to pay % cents for going: 
over the bridge. For every ticket sold 
tn New York for St. Louis there is an 
arbitrary charge of 75 cents.”’ 

The Commercial Club has invited Mr. 
Felton, Prof..C. M. Woodward, dean of 
the Engineering Department of the 
Washington University, and Robert 
Moore, a former expert to the Municipal 
Bridge and Terminals Commission, to 
make a report on the feasibility of the 
free bridge at the Chouteau avenue site, 
and also on the financial end of the 
question. The people have voted §$3,- 
500,000 to bulld the bridge, and the engi- 
neers’ estimate is that the bridge will 
cost about 36,500,000. 

Mr. Felton, Prof. Woodward and Mr. 
‘Moore favored the purchase of the Eads 
Bridge for the free highway and the 
construction of a new railroad bridge 
at the foot of Chouteau avenue or Pop- 
lar street. : 

They reported that the Eads Bridge 
is no lenger sultable for railroad traffic. 
but that it can be advantageously used 
for lighter traffic. The tunnel connect- 
ing with the bridge, they reported, will 
be suitable for the development of a 
subway system, which will soon be 
needed in St. Loui® to relieve the con- 

- gestion of traffic and to provide rapid 
transit. 
Place Cost at $7,000,000. 

The Experts, in their report, reviewed 
the history of the free bridge move- 
‘ment, and declared that the cost of the 
bridge, as planned, will be more than 
$7,000,000, and that its construction 
_ (should not be undertaken until the 
_ money is provided. On account of the 
_ moval of the bridge arbitraties, the 
e declared, there is little need for 
a free bridge.

ROBBERS AFTER $4000 


Police Believe Cracksmen Fig- 
ured Money to Pay Off 
Would Be Found. 


Apparently expecting to get about 
$4000 pay roll money, yeggmen dyna- 
mited the safe in-the office of the Bam- 
brick Bros. Construction Co., at 5223 
St. Louis avenue, at 3 o’clock Saturday 
morning. The loot actually taken was 
only $. There was no other money 
in the safe. 

Police department experts, after ex- 
amining the safe, say it was wrecked 
by placing a stick of~dynamite on the 
top, near thie edge. The explosion blew 
open the door. This method of opén- 
ing the safe was resorted ta after the 
yeggmen had tried to use nitroglycerin 
*“‘goup.”’ 

A hole was bored near the combina- 
tion lock, but unexpectedly a strong 
reinforcement of steel was encountered 
inside. Evidently the drillers grew 
weary, and determined to use stick dy- 
namite. They left behind them their 
bottle of “soup.” 

Made Careful Preparation. 

The robLers made careful and labori- 
ous preparations to deaden the sound of 
the explosion. They carried from the 
quarries many bucketfuls of fine 
crushed stone and piled it up around 
the safe, which is a large one, 54x4 feet. 

They found hay in the stables and 
mixed it with the crushed stone to hold 
the material in place. On top of the 
safe they placed several raincoats, over- 
coats and office coats, which they found 
harging in the office. 

Police Sergt. Logan of the Deer Street 
Station heard the explosion about 3 a. 
m., while standing at Euclid and Ken- 
nerly avenues. He was unable to tell 
the direction from which the sound 
came, 

Joseph Davis, stableman for the com- 
pany, arrived at 5 o’clock and noticed 
that some of the office windows were 
biown out. He looked inside and saw 
the room in disorder, with the crushed 
stone and hay scattered over the floor 
and papers from the desks lying about. 

Papers From Safe Found. 

Shortly after daylight a boy passing 
near Union avenue and Harlem/ Creek 
saw a bunch of papers and a roller tow- 
el lying in the northwest corner of Lin- 
coln Park, the negro amusement resort.

If the sport you would enjoy, 
Take along your scales and tape-line 
When you fish in Hinois, 


Thousands of St. t. Loutsans who from 
time immemorial have been wont to 
angle in the placid lakes, creeks, bayous 
and sloughs of the Illinois bottoms are 
in consternation. Illinols-has a new 
fishing license law. After July 1 you 
will have to get a fish license, same as 
a dog license or.a marriage license, if 
you are a non- -resident angler. 

The license will cost you only $5, with 
50 cents added for the clerk’s fee. But 
the $5.50 initial outlay is the easiest 
part of the new requirements. To keep 
out of jail or the poorhouse, Missourians 
who angle in Illinois must lay in an 
expensive paraphernalia of precaution. 

The new law provides that no non- 
resident fisherman may catch more than 
20 pounds of any one species of fish in 
a day. Consequently it behooves him to 
carry along a pair of scales to weigh 
his catch. 

If, for instance, the fisherman catches 
Seven bass which weigh in the aggre- 
gate 21 pounds, he must discard one— 
throw it back in the water, give it to 
the dog or otherwise dispose of it, be- 
fore the deputy fish warden finds him 
with the overweight. 


Weigh Before Catchin 
The scales will be cantal’ ‘also in 


weighing lake trout before. catching 
them, inasmuch as the law provides 
that no trout weighing less than a 
pound and a half may be caught. The 
fisherman may set his scales in the wa- 
ter and arrange to drive the trout on 
the scales to be weighed before biting. 

Some difficulty | 

ducing the trout ‘to ‘be ‘weighed. It is 
feared that large trout will stand on 
their fiils on the: bottom of the: lake 


on the scales, thus eluding the hook. No 
fisherman, of course, will dare to catch 
a trout that is proved to be under the 
legal weight. 

The tapeline will come in mighty 
nandy. The law says you can't or 
mustn’t catch black bass under eigh 
inches long, yellow perch under seven 
inches, pike or pickerel under 18 inches, 
sunfish under aix inches, channel cat 
under 13 inches, or turtles with shells 
under seven Inches long. 


~ Hard to Measure Turtles. 
In measuring catfish in water, before 


catching, the fisherman must look out 
for the horns. Snapping turtles also 
will be pesky critters to measure. 

The-.other piscatorial species named in 
the length-limit clause are uocile and 
tractable, and no danger may he "feared 
in caressing them with the tapeline. The 
angler must take care, however, that 
the black bass does not swallow the 
tapeline while being measured. 

While only 20 pounds of any single spe- 
cles may be caught, the fisherman may 
catch 30 pounds of fish if the breeds are 
mixed. : 

But the law allows the catching of 
buffalo or German carp in any num- 
j ber, size and quantity. There's no lim- 
Hic on these fish, which Tilinois will be

The license will be issued by Excise- 
Commissioner Caulfield despite the re- 
monstrance of the Rev. Charles J. 
Kern, rector of St. Alphonsus, because 
the petition put in by McGonigle is 
mandatory upon him, he says. 

McGonigle has obtained the signatures 
of 23 of 27 property owners in the block 
in which he intends to open the sa- 
loon, and has complied with the charac- 
ter provisions of the law. The remon- 
strances entered against the saloon are 
based entirely on the dislike of the peti- 
tioners to having a saloon so close to 
a church and a school. 

Excise Commissioner Caulfield has or- 
dered a hearing on the application for 
a license on June 12. 

“A great many people have an erro- 
neous idea of the law relating to the 
prohibition of saloons by lecation,”’ said 
Mr. Caulfield. “It is believed to bs 
against the law to locate a saloon with- 
in a certain prescribed distance of a 
church or a school. The law makes no 
restrictions of the sort. The only pro- 
hibition against saloons is in the State 
laws, one of which prohibits the location 
of a saloon within 400 feet of five cer- 
tain parks. 

“In regard to the petition of McGon- 
igle, I have no discretion in the matter. 
He has come with a petition signed by 
more than two-thirds of the property 
owners in the block and this entitles 
him by law to a license. In other words, 
the petition is mandatory upon me, and 
I must issue the license in accord- 
ance with the law, unless the petitioner 
is found to be of bad character. There 
has been no effort to establish anything 
of that sort with me.” 

McGonigle’s saloon will be in the rear 
of a restaurant, the entrance on Grand 
avenue, but the bar will be reached by a 
hallway.

United Railways Motion, 
The motion of the United Railways 


Comes now the appellant, United 
Railways Co. of St Louis, and 
moves the Court to certify this case 
to the Supreme Court for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

1. Because the opinien in its salient 
and material features is in conflict 
with a controlling decision of the 
Supreme Court, in that the opinion 
of this Court holds that the inade- 
quacy of consideration in the sale 
or exchange of the Transit company 
assets to the United Railways Co. 
renders void and impeaches the 
transaction, whereas, in the case of 
Hageman vs. The Southern Elec- 
tric Railway Co., et al., 202 Mo. 249, 
the Supreme Court decided that the 
consideration for the transfer of 
corporate assets by a corporation 
need be only nominal, and that cred- 
itors of the corporation should look 
to the stockholders of the selling 
company for the satisfaction of their 
claims, rather than to the purchas- 
ing corporation. 

Real Amount Large. 


2. Because the real amount in con- 
troversy in this case is far beyond 
the jurisdiction of this Court in that 
the record discloses the fact that 
there are many thousands of doj- 
lars of judgments against the Tran- 
sit Company, some of which are in 
amounts in excess of this Court’s 
jurisdiction which, under the de- 
cision of this Court, renders the 
Transit Company liable to pay and 
the questions involved herein should 
therefore be referred to the Supreme 
Court for adjudication. 

3. Because the effect of the Court's 
decision is to deprive the appellant 
of its property without due process 
of law and takes away from the ap- 
pellant all the considerations which 
should come to it by virtue of the 
tripartite agreement, mentioned in 
the evidence and authorized by Sec. 
1187, R. S., Mo., 1899, and therefore 
said decision is violative of Art. 2 
Sec. 30 of the Constitution of Mis.

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BUSINESS AND POLITICS. - 

Mr. EB. C. Simmons.relieved the political ten- 

sion and eased the minds of the leaders of the old 
political parties when he declared he was speak- 
ing jocularly in suggesting the organization: of a 
Business Men’s party and the nomination of an 
Able Business Man for the next presidential elec- 
tion. 
To, certain potent leaders of the g. o. p. and 
their Democratic allies who are doing all in their 
power to give the big business interests free ac- 
cess to the pocket books of the people, how 
superfluous must have seemed a Business Men’s 
party! One can imagine the quiver of anguish 
which struck their hearts at the suggestion of 
such a thing. Has not the g. o. p. been the busi- 
ness man’s friend? Has it not protected him from 
all the bugaboos of the enemy? Has it not poured 
into his ear soothing, affectionate words in sweet- 
est tones? : 

Nor can it be said that the business men have not 
been active in politics, that is, national politics, 
of late years. Howeve~ apathetic they have been 
in municipal and state politics, they have held the 
balance of power and have controlled national 
elections. Bryan ran against a solid phalanx of 
business interests and was overthrown three 
times. The business men were Cleveland's 
staunch supporters. 

Of course, there are business men and busi- 
ness men. Not all of them are beneficiaries of 
robber tariffs, and of other privilege-conferring 
governmental policies which are justified in the 
name of business. On the contrary, most of them 
are victims of them as most of them are victims of 
the great trusts and capitalistic combinations 
which restrain trade and strangle independent 
business enterprise. . 

Mr. Simmons himself is in opposition to the 
duty on German. razors. The shoe men see the 
trust “squeeze” in the duty on hides. The grocers 
are protesting against the sugar schedule and 
many independent merchants and manufacturers 
fee] the pinch of the tariff-favored combines. 

It is a pity that the great mass of business men 
are not awake to their own real interests, which 
are common to the mass of the people of all oc- 
cupations. If is a pity that they are so often 
misled by the fallacies of special interests to 
support or at least countenance policies which 
injure the general interest and interfere with that 
freedom of initiative and of commerce which is 
essential to prosperous business. 

The getting together of representatives of the 
100,000 business organizations of this country, in 
St. Louis next autumn would be a good thing. 
Closer affiliations and a better understanding 
among the business organizations might be ex- 
tremely beneficial to business and it should be 
borne in mind by the business men, as wel] as 
by all elements, that what is good for one in- 
terest or element fs good for all and what is not 
good for all is not good for any. Special advan- 
tages for one work injury to all in the long run. 
The solidarity of all men and all interests in 
the nation is the great truth to be kept in view. 

But business organizations are volunteer asso- 
ciations formed to promote common business 
ends. They are composed of men of all conditions 
and opinions—political, religious, social. It does 
not follow because they come together for com- 
mon business and social ends that they would 
agree on political principles and policies. Nor 
would their solidarity in politics or the formation 
of a political organization be a good thing for 
business. We have suffered much from the 
mixture of business and politics. Their divorce 
would be more desirable than a closer union. 
The effective influence the business men now have 
in politics might be destroyed by their combina- 
tion for purely business ends in political action. 
It might solidify all other elements against them. 





Senator Lorimer and Gov. Deneen are both 
warm supporters of the deep waterway scheme 
from thé lakes to the gulf. But between them 
they have killed the legislation proposed for the 
work in Illinois. Thus are enterprises of great 
public pith and moment made pawns in the petty 
game of ‘‘practical politics.” 
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THE BREWERS’ NEW POLICY. 

The decision of the United States Brewers’ 
Association to work for proper regulation of the 
liquor traffic and strict enforcement of the law is 
the most important of all movements toward the 
settlement of the saloon question. 

The brewers are obviously dominant. The law- 
less saloon and the dive are practically at their 
mercy. They can, if they plede, relieve State 
and communities of much agitation concerning 
laws and law enforcement by «dopting simple 
business rules whose rupture would be unheard 
of. 

The brewers as a body show a late conversion 
to the needs if not the beauties of a condition of 
perfect lawfulness. But their sincerity may not 
be the less for that. They have averred that they 
are law-loving and law-abiding citizens. If they 
are the latter they are not so much as privileged 
to wink at lawlessness or condone small breaches. 
They cannot change conditions instantly or easily. 
But they can re-establish the business of selling 
beer and the sooner they begin the execution of 
their new plan the sooner will come an end to 
the Puritanical agitation for enforced abstinence 
with its trail of increased taxes, ‘ncreased drun- 
keness, illicit liquor shops and contempt for law. 

Now that the brewers, assembled in convention, 
have spoken, a hopeful public will look for a 
demonstration. 
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Dr. Leonard Wood is now the ranking officer 
in the United States army and as he is not yet 
49 years old he will not reach the retiring age 
for 15 years. Thanks to Roosevelt, he is a Major- 
General. Congress will be asked to make him a 
Lieutenant-General. That rank was created for 
Gen. Grant and it was expected to die with him, 
but since he retired every ranking officer has 
had it by special act of |Congress. With Dr. 
Wood as the ranking officer it seems a good 
time to discontinue the honor until such time 
as actual service shall entitle a soldier to re- 
celve it.

Reviews of New Books 


Critical Comment on the Latest Publications Written for the 
Post-Dispatch. 
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N the little volume entitled “A Mir- 
| acle of St. Cuthbert and Sonnets,” 
now just published, Mr. R, E. Lee 
Gibson of St. Louis establishes a valid 
claim to the high distinction of being 
a genuine poet in vision, in capacity 
for emotional feeling, and in the power 
and facility necessary to poetic expres- 
sion, 

There have been happier times in the 
world’s history when the values of the 
poet to humanity was so wisely con- 
ceded that such an announcement as 
this, the announcement of the “arrival” 
of a new singer, would have been a 
matter of profound, widespread and 
sympathetic interest, but that time is 
not now. The present generation !s 
too much busied with the material 
things of life to realize that the best 
df life’s happiness comes from its spiri- 
tual, not its material, possessions. 

The greater honor, therefore, accrues 
to Mr. Gibson and a scant few like 
him, who devotedly cherish the great 
talent which.God has given them, per- 
haps the greatest of all talents in the 
final analysis of things, and are more 
than content to be poets in an age of 
the neglect and flouting of poets. They 
do their work for sheer love of the 
work itself, and, just to this extent, 
they arg the better workmen. It may be, 
too, that they do not need the acclaim 
of their fellows—the joy of the task is 
its richest reward. 

That Mr. Gibson finds an exquisite 
joy in song, and that he has grown in 
the skill of singing to that point where 
his name may not justly be omitted from 
the muster roll of worthy American 
poets, is demonstrated in the present 
volume of his verse. The longer poem 
accorded the leading position in his new 
book, from which the main title is 
drawn, is a delightful relation of an 
ancient legend found by him in an old 
MS. in the British Museum in London, 
The narrative is well shaped, the poem's 
thought is lofty, and there are many 
lines of exceeding beauty. 

Among the shorter poems encountered, 
all sonnets, “El Arbol de la Noche 
Triste,”’ an imaginary soliloquy of the 
historic tree under which Cortez spent 
a night of weeping following the defeat 
of the Mexican Conquistadores by Cuah- 
temoc, the Aztec, is finely impressive. 
Then, too, “At Hampstead, in 1818,” @ 
charmingly appreciative picture is drawn 
of Keats, Shelley and Leigh Hunt, ‘‘the 
three poet friends,”’ as they came ‘‘down 
that dim street that then was Hamp- 
stead Lane, like common men’’—save 
that, unlike common men, they “loved 
there to ramble over knoll and plain, 
and hear perhaps the skylark’s mellow 
strain.’’ :

“He called himself ‘Doctor,’ and never 
spoke of a title until much later. He 
is a man of great culture, and highly 
educated, speaking eight languages 
fluently. He was such a man as would 
charm anyone who likes intellectual 
persons,” said Miss Garwood today. 


““Later-I went to Naples, where I fell | 


sick with diphtheria. As I was con- 
valescing, Moise appeared, and his ad- 
vice and prescription helped me won- 
derfully. When I recovered, he began 
paying serious attention. 

“We went to London, got a special 
elicense, and were expecting to be mar- 
ried yesterday; but just a week ago to- 
day Moise received a letter from his 
brother, a lawyer in Austria, advising 
him to first get a divorce from his 
common-law wife. The letter also said 
that a settlement of $40,000 should be 
made on Bettini. 

“I then came to France, and he fol- 
lowed. He has consulted a lawyer here 
and will bring suit for divorce to free 
himself. Bettini is now at the home of 
his father in Dalmatia. — 

Wife Brother’s Widow.

of Moise’s brother, with whom he prac- 
ticed medicine in New York City, first 
at 6 University place, and later in Sev- 
enty-second street.

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Appeals to Save Administra- 
tion Fail to Prevent 
Action on Bill. 


SUBWAY AT COMPTON 





Attempt Expected to Put Half 
of Grade Elimination 
Expense on City. 


Pressure and appeals to save the city 
administration from embarrassment 
have failed to prevent Chairman Drew 
of the Council’s Railroads Committee 
from favorably reporting a bill requir- 
ing the Missouri Pacific, Terminal As- 
sociation, Wabash and Frisco, to aboi- 
ish at their own expense the grade 
crossing at Compton avenue. 

Before Friday’s meeting of the Coun- 
cil, President Gundlach and President 
Reber of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments besought Mr. Drew to withhold 
his report until a comprehensive plaa 
on which the Board is now working 
had been submitted. To isolate Comp- 
ton avenue from the general scheme 
of separating grades, Mr. Drew was 
told, would complicate the situation and 
handicap the administration. 

Mr. Drew recalled: President Reber’s 
recent statement that the separate 
treatment of Compton avenue would not 
interfere with the general plan of the 
Board of Public Improvements and de- 
clined to defer his report. 

Action Is Demanded, 

“The people demand some action in 
respect to this crossing,” said Mr. 
Drew, “and I believe they should have 
.”’ 

President Gundlach then went to 
Councilman Hauschulte, the Democrat- 
ic member of the Railroads Committee, 
and urged him to postpone the bill's 
consideration. Mr. Hauschulte refused. 

When the Railroad Committee’s re- 
port was submitted to the Council. 
Councilman Espenschied’s signature was 
not appended, although he made no mi- 
nority retommendation. It is under- 
stood that an attempt wil’ be made t» 
amend the bill so as to d vide the cost 
of eliminating the crossings between 
the railroads and the city. The report 
has been laid over until next Friday. 

Representatives of the four railroads 
affected by the bill attended a secrei 
hearing of the Board of Public Im- 
provements Friday afternoon, shortly 
before the Council convened. What 
proposition the railroads offered to th» 
city members of the Board declined to 
say. 

Public Is Barred. 

When the hearing was originally an- 
nounced President Reber informed a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch that it 
would be open to the press and public 

“I see no reason why the _ people 
should not be fully informed as tv 
what the railroads and the Board agree 
to do,”’ said Mr. Reber. 

It was on Mr. Reber’s motion, how- 
ever, that the session of the Board was 
declared executive and it was ordered 
that “all persons except members of 
the Board and the representatives of 
the railroads should leave the room.’ 

A subway instead ef a viaduct is fa- 
vored by members of the Board of Pub- 
Mc Improvements as the right means of 
crossing Mill Creek Valley at Compton 
avenue. Oliver Childs, engineer of the 
Street Department, has recommended 
the subway as the cheaper plan. The 


cost of a subway is put at $250,000. A’ 


bridge would cost slightly more than 
that.

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Syndicate That Took Steel 
Shares Hopes to Escape Im- 
post on: Earnings. —~ 


Special Correspondence From Paris 
Buroau of the Post-Dispatch. 


PARIS, June 5.—J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
efforts to Hst one million shares of 
United States Steel Corporation’s stock 
on the Paris Bourse is beset by many 
difficulties, according to experts on 
the subject. The chief obstacle is the 
heavy tax imposed by the French Gov- 
ernment on foreign securities dealt in 
on the Bourse. 


They must pay three taxes—an inau- 
gural tax of 2 per cent when the stock 
is listed, which, on a million shares of 
steel, amounts to $2,000,000; a stamp tax 
on each transaction in the stock, and a 
tax on the company’s earnings, which 
would be enormous in this instance. 

Tax on Earnings Difficult. 

This tax is the most difficult prob- 
lem for Mr. Morgan to work out in 
furtherance of his plan. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent to- 
day interviewed Donald Harper, an in- 
ternational lawyer and an authority on 
foreign securities, who was instrument- 
a] in negotiating the $50,000,000 Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad loan here, and in listing 
the New Haven Railroad’s bonds on 
the Bourse. 


“Very few American securities have 
been listed on the Bourse, largely be- 
cause of the prohibitive taxes, partic- 
ularly the tax on earnings,” said Mr, 
Harper. 

' Would Be Benefactor. 

“If Mr. Morgan has devised a,means 
to avoid the payment of this tax, which 
a French Finance Minister always in- 
sists on, he has done a magnificent 
thing for all American securities. 

“I understand that his method is 
this: The syndicate or holding company 
that will actually list the ene million 
shares is entirely independent of the 
Steel Corporation, and therefore es- 
capes paying the tax on earnings. 

“IT believe this method is feasible, but 
it remains to be seen what the French 
Government wil] do. If Mr. Morgan 
succeeds in escaping the tax by this 
plan it will be not only @ great per- 
sonal victory, but a stroke of business 
that will benefit the entire American 
market.”’ 


STEEL CONCERN TO REORGANIZE 


NEW YORK, June 5.—Five-sevenths of 
the creditors, including all the larger 
ones, and 80 per cent of the stockholders 
of Milliken Bros., a large steel concern, 
have agreed on a plan of reorganization. 

The unsecured claims against the 
company amount to $3,714,000 and the 
secured claims to $3,000,000. The com- 
pany failed in the money stringency in 
June, 1907. The plan is proposed to 
bring about the discharge of the re- 
ceiver and start up the mill.
